London, April (i.— Attention was 
called in the House of ComraonB to-day 
by Mr. Henry Seton-Karr, Conservative 
member for St. Helena, to the wholly 
inadequate production of food supplies 
in the United Kingdom in relation to 
tho large and increasing population. 
Mr. Seton-Karr then moved that 
independence of the United King- 
dom upon foreign imports for tho 
necessities of life and the sequences 
which might rise therefrom in the event 
of war demanded the serious attention 
of the government. Continuing, Mr, 
Seton-Karr expiessed the Delief that 
the reserve of breadstulis never ex- 
ceeds three weeks' supply and fre- 
quently Bank below a week's supply. 
Prance, he pointed out, was self-support- 
ing, and Russia and the United States 
were not only self-supporting but were 
able to make large exports. The drei- 
bund, he continued, was practically self- 
supporting, and that Great Britain 
alone lived from hand to mouth, 
and drew her principal supplies of 
wheat from Russia and the I'nited 
Suites, which might at some time be 
hostile to Great Britain. He further re- 
marked that should the harvest in Amer- 
ica fail aud Russia refuse to supply 
Britain, the latter'a position would he 
most serious. The speaker called atten- 
tion to the damage done to the commerce 
of the United StateB by the Alabama, and 
remarked that many such vessels might 
be set to prey upon British commerce in 
the time of war. He did not desire 
action which would raise the 
price to .consumers, but he hoped 
the government would consider the sub- 
ject seriously, and proposed that 
Btate granaries be erected for keeping 
supplies. Sir Chas. Dilke, member for 
the Forest of Dean division of Glouces- 
tershire, contended that-Russian exports 
of wheat to Great Britain were decreas- 
ing in average yearly and he asserted 
that half of Great Britain's food came 
from tho United States. Continuing, 
he said: "If the United States, Canada 
and Australia can feed us, we are in- 
dependent of Russia, as the interests and 
advantages of those countries would 
be so strong that we could rely 
upon them to supply us." Sir 
Charles Dilke, continuing, said he 
thought the other states were 
not likely to take any steps in regard to 
the contraband of war which would b3 
likely to bring the United States down 
upon them. After Mr. James Lowther, 
Conservative member for the Island of 
Thanet, had advocated a duty on foreign 
grain, the government leader, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, said that the peculi- 
arity of the motion was that it 
had given a suitable text both to pro- 
tectionists and free traders. The adop- 
tion of the proposal to establish state 
granaries, he claimed, would mean 
turning the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer into the gigantic corn 
dealer. Ab to commercial zoll- 
verein, Mr. Balfour continued, he 
looked with considerable longing for 
closer union with the British colonies, 
both in regard to commercial and 
military affairs, but he sincerely 
thought a /.olleverin was necessary 
and be did not think there was danger 
of foreign countries refusing to supply 
(ireat Britain with food. The United 
States, he insisted, would uot allow food 
to be declared cDntraband of war, as it 
would affect her interests, apart from her 
inherent sympathy for Great Britain, 
and combined with the Uni- 
tod States, Great Britain could 
Btand against any conceivable combina- 
tion of the powers. The real thing up- 
on which Great Britain was dependent, 
Mr. Balfour asserted, was her navy, for 
which the government accepted the re- 
sponsibility. 

THAT SMELTER BONUS. 

Resolution Adopted by the Joint Committee 
Suggesting Altered Conditions— Final 
Answer Deferred. 

Nothing definite resulted from the 
second meeting, yeBterdny morning, of 
the joint committee from the city coun- 
cil and tho board of trade with the repre- 
sentatives of the smelter proposition at 
present receiving serious consideration — 
that is nothing definite beyond what is 
contained in the following resolution : 

" That the proposition of tho Selover 
Syndicate for tiie erection and equip- 
ment of a smelter to cost $450,000 and to 
be capable of treating -100 toua of ore per 
day of twenty-four hoars, he adopted for 
submission to the council, the payment 
of the bonus to ho mado on the follow- 
ing terms, viz., $50,000 within thirty 
days of completion of works and demon- 
stration of the capacity of the same as 
specified, a further sum of $50,000 to be 
paid within twelve months from date of 
the first payment, and the balanco of 
$50,000 to be paid within two years 
frpm the said date of first payment." 

Messre. Remington and Selover before 
accepting or rejecting the new conditions 
will communicate with the other mem- 
bers of their syndicate, and will submit 
a final answer as soon aB they have re- 
ceived a reply. 



THEY ARE WELCOME. 

Winnipeg's Crew Will Be Received With 
Cordiality in England. 

Winnipeg, April 6.— (Special)— The 
secretary of the Winnipeg rowing club 
to-day received from the secretary of the 
Royal Henley regatta committee a letter 
expressing the pleasure with which 
the committee received the en- 
try' of the Winnipeg crew. 
This removes all doubt as to 
Winnipeg being acceptable, and 
was decided to-night that the crew 
Bhould leave for Henley about June 1. 
Tho Winnipegs have as yet had no prac- 
tice on the water this year, but all are 
in good trim. The four will comprise: 
Marks, stroke ; Osborne, 2; Flet, 3; 
Armytage, bow and captain. 

A BOORISH BOER. 

President Krtiger Apologizes for His Grand- 
son's Vulgarity. 

London, April 0.— In the House of 
Commons to-day, the parliamentary 
secretary for the' foreign office, Mr. 
George N, Curzon, Baid that the British 
agent at Pretoria had reported that the 
insults for which Lieutenant Eloff, the 
grandson of President Kruger, had been 
suspended, were of such a nature that 
they could not be repeated. Mr. Curzon 
added that President Kruger had per- 
sonally expressed his regret at the oc- 
currence.

Ottawa, April 6.— (Special)— Thehouse 
did no work to-day. The government 
wanted to proceed with some of its bills, 
but Lariviere objected because they were 
not printed in French, and Mr. Speaker 
sustained the point. Thereupon Hon. 
Mr. Laurier got angry «md moved that 
the house adjourn. Several members 
pointed out that other bills could bo 
proceeded with, but tho Premier would 
not budge and consequently the mem- 
bers took a holiday.

Paying- Teller Charles Atlitir Tells 
the Story of His 
' Downfall. 



A Mistake at the Bank the Cause of 
His Embezzlement and 
Arrest. 



Charles Thomas Hay Adair, the young 
man arrested for embe/./.lement on the 
arrival of the steamer from Australia 
last Saturday, is not a confirmed crim- 
inal coolly seekinu safety in flight. In 
fact the latest developments in his case 
would indicate that he has been weak 
and unfortunate rather than criminal. 
It was not a case of "going the pace," 
systematic defrauding of his employers, 
or woman — and contrary also to general 
rule, Adair did not, when arrested, en- 
deavor to show that he had been sinned 
against but not a sinner. 

Doubtless his version of tbe unfortu- 
nate affair that has brought him behind 
the bars would not have been told here 
hut for an odd little demonstration of 
how small the world is after all. Chief 
of Police Sheppard noticed the name of 
the prisoner in Sunday's Colonist, and 
it flashed through his oiind that 22 
years ago he had held on his knee a six- 
year old boy of that same name in dis- 
tant Melbourne and told him stories of 
the new land of British Columbia. 

Just the thought that it might bo the 
same lad grown to manhood, led him to 
make inquiry, and surely enough, it was. 
II is father, a prominent civil engineer, 
his grandfather a retired officer of con- 
siderable distinction in the British army, 
and his mother a lady of birth, educa- 
tion and refinement — young Adair was 
well brt tight up " in the real sense of 
the term. 11 is services in the bank in 
which he was employed as paying teller, 
at Charters Towers, were all that could 
be asked, and it seemed as though he 
was to be a son of whom his widowed 
mother might well be proud. 

Then, according to his story, ill-luck 
turned the tide of his affairs. One night 
on checking over his day's work lie dis- 
covered that he had paid out £80 too 
much in mistake. He did not want to 
acquaint the manager with the fact, 
thinking at first that the customer re- 
ceiving it in error woald have the 
honesty to return the over-amount. 
This was not done, and, having waited, 
ho decided that he would try and obtain 
the money and put it back without dis- 
closing his blunder. 

So he went to a broker whom he be- 
lieved a firm friend, told him all the cir- 
cumstances and asked a loan. The friend 
said ho could do better than that; ho 
was identified with a mining company 
whose script was certain to advance 
ipidly, and if Adair bought immediately 
the prolitB would at the end of the month 
snabla him to restore the bank's money 
it no loss to himself in the end. 

The proposition was alluring, and tho 
toller cast the die, aud lost. The stock 
went down, and at the end of the month 
he was more hopelessly entangled than 
ever. Then he secured a vacation and 
went to Sydney to try and negotiate a 
loan from a distant relative. The latter 
had gone aw»y, and In desperation— 
hardly realizing tho full extent of the 
step— he took passage on the Warrimoo 
and came h«re. 

Thi« is the story tho young Australian 
tells to those who are his friends. It iB 
this that he will eny to the judge over 
the sea when he returns to the land of 
his birth to throw himself upon tbe 
mercy of the court.

GIVING HIM FITS. 

ronto "Globe" Pitches Into Mr. Mclnnes 
in Strong Terms. 

Toronto, April 0.— (Special) — In an 
article headed " Mr. Mclnnes on the 
Warpath," the Globe replies to the 
speech of Mclnnes in the House of Com- 
mons. It says that it doeB not support 
the government that granted a charter 
to B. C. Southern railway. It has no 
responsibility for alienating public lands 
in British Columbia, and believes that- 
the federal government, if it grants aid 
to the Crow's Nest Railway, can and 
should make regulations that will pre' 
vent a coal monopoly. If thiB cannot be 
done, let British Columbia build her own 
railways. 

" The suggestion for negotiation with 
British Columbia," says the Globe, "by 
the federal government is wise and 
patriotic, and we think the Dominion 
government should go even to the length 
of making it plain to the govern- 
ment of the province that the 
federal authorities cannot aid the 
construction of the Crow's Nest 
road if thereby a large coal monopoly is 
to be established. This would put upon 
the local authorities the full responsibil- 
ity for blocking the unterprise if satis- 
factory protection for the public in- 
terest were denied; but the Globe 
is not going to step out of 
the campaign against the coercion of 
Manitoba into a campaign for coercion 
and is not going to urge the Dominion 
government to outrage the constitution 
and mulct Canada of millions for a gov- 
ernment railway, in order to undo the 
mistakes of the local government elected 
by the people of the Pacific Province." 

The Globe concludes with the follow- 
ing reference to Mr. Mclnnes : " Let 
him abuse the Globe to his heart's con- 
tent. He has perhaps a right to lie and 
to slander under the protection and 
privileges of parliament, and we cor- 
dially agree lie is an expert at the busi- 
ness."

Montreal, April 0.— (Special) —In 
both military and civil circles here the 
talk is all about the proposed Queen's 
Jubilee contingent. Captain Macdou- 
gall, acting adjutant, has been busy an- 
swering letters and telegrams. Saturday 
night a dispatch wub received from Ma- 
jor C. C. Bennett, of the Fifth regiment, 
Vancouver, tendering his services as one 
of the captaiiiB and asking how many 
men ho would be allowed to bring from 
British Columbia. There are now more 
than half enough applications to officer 
the contingent. More than $20,000 of 
the $110,000 necessary is already guaran- 
teed.

British Columbia Blessed 
Mighty Eesoui'ces and With Lib 
eral, Elghteous Laws. 



What Mr. O'Farrell Has to 
About the Mines and 
Legislature. 



Say 



In the P.-I. of Sunday Mr. P. A. 
O'Farrell writea of British Columbia 
after the following fashion: 

The provincial parliament has now 
been in session nearly eight weeks, and 
the major portion of that time has been 
devoted to legislation arising from the 
growth of the mineral industry. Charters 
have been grunted Rossland, Xelson and 
Grand Porks, and various bills dealing 
with water powers have consumed a 
great deal of the time of the legislature. 
Railway charters and land grants in aid' 
of railroads have not yet come up lor 
discussion, and the parliamentary ses- 
sion will probably bo unprecedentedly 
long. I have never seen a better work- 
ing legislative assembly than that of 
British Columbia. The ' crank, the 
demagogue aud the faddist is singularly 
absent. There are a few men in the 
house who have axes to grind, a few 
others who occupy time airing them- 
selves and their opinions, but the vast 
majority are there to promote the wel- 
fare of the province and of the people, 
and they aim at that with a simple- 
ruindeduees that is truly remarkable. 

A general water power bill is being 
now framed which errs on the side of 
paternalism. Some legislators seem to 
think, iis water [lowers are valuable per 
se, that their intrinsic value must bo 
preserved to the state and for the bene- 
fit of all the people therein. There is 
energy enough in the torrents, creeks 
and rivers in British Columbia which, 
if chained and utilized, were sufficient 
to turn the wheels of all the mills and 
factories and railroads of this continent 
of America. The unthinking legislator 
is sorely tempted to imagine that the 
utilization of such energy should be done 
at the expense of and for the benefit of 
the state alone. The same spirit would 
make the state the owner and operator 
of all railroads, telephones and tele- 
graphs. That is the spirit which iB the 
deadly foe of individualism. And yet it 
is individualism which has made the 
faited States what it is, and placed 
Buglandin the great position which, she 
holds. Australia has advanced more 
rapidly along this road of semi-socialism 
than any other autonomous part of the 
empire, and the result has been stagna- 
tion anil semi-bankruptcy. That lesson 
should not be lost on British Columbia^ 
The fullest freedom for individual effort' 
and enterpriso and the least interference 
of government in the afl'airs of its citi- 
zens is, after all, the ideal.

bank. The entire area drained by 
Kettle river is interspersed by moun- 
tains bearing leduea of iron and copper 
sulphide ore rich in gold and silver. 
This district, which should he appropri- 
ately called the Kettlo river country, has 
a marvellous future bofore it in gold and 
copper production. West of the 
Kettle river is the Okanagan country, 
drained by a river of the same name 
and extending on both sides of the line 
and reaching on tho Canadian side away 
up into the Cariboo country and Alaska. 
This is a country of free quartz gold 
mining, and as the more northerly re- 
gions are reached, whore glacial action 
has been more powerful and destructive, 
placer gold is found in enormous quan- 
tities. Fifty million dollars have been 
already eaved out of tho placers of the 
Cariboo, and the placer miner is to-day 
rushing north into Alaska, with all the 
feverish anxiety with which he crossed 
the plains in '-ID. West of tho Okanagan, 
and on both sides of the Cascades, the 
/.one of cooper deposit seems to become 
stronger. The finest copper ore I have 
ever seen comes from this district, 
which includes the country around Lake 
Chelan on the east, and Monte Christo 
and Silver ton on the west side. The 
island of Vancouver aa well as the 
islands in the channel and inlets of the 
Mainland possess enormous deposits of 
this same copper and iron Bulphide ore. 
It is all gold and silver bearing, but too 
little work has hitherto been done to tell 
its value. 

Suffice it to say that on account of the 
facilities for mining, smelting and con- 
centrating, which the location of these 
mineral deposits a Horde, I have little 
doubt but the mining industry on the 
coast will ultimately surpass in extent 
and profit that of the Kootenays and the 
interior. The legislators of British Co- 
lumbia realize all this, and they are very 
freely fostering the railroad builders who 
seek an opening in this country. They 
care little who gets the subsidies or the 
coal fields of the Crow's Nest Pass, pro- 
vided the road is built. Indeed, British 
Columbians on the Coast are not any too 
ardent about the railroad, Cor they see 
that such a work would create an easy 
channel for the wealth of the Kootenay 
to flow to Toronto and Montreal. But a 
railroad linking the Coast independent- 
ly of the Canadian Pacific with the 
Kootenays would be of enormous' value 
from a commercial standpoint to them. 
There is a railroad project afoot to build 
a line through Vancouver island, across 
Seymour's Narrows to the Mainland and 
thence through the Cariboo to the inter- 
ior. Such a railroad from the standpoint 
of this province would be a most benefi- 
cial project. It would place a vast pro- 
ductive region in touch with trade and 
business, and it would aid in developing 
virgin resources of boundless possibili- 
ties. 

All things considered, I know no part 
of this continent, nor indeed of any oth- 
er, where the outlook from an industrial 
and commercial standpoint, is as bright 
as it is here to-day. War and rumors of 
war are far from here, and enterprise 
and labor and capital are protected nnd 
fostered better than perhaps in any other 
country I know of. Moreover, the Brit- 
ish Columbian is animated by no narrow 
Spirit. He is neither a Boer nor a 
Yankee. I le does not devise alien laws 
to exclude the foreigner from sharing 
the riches bidden in the mountains of 
his country; nor when such riches are 
acquired does he seek to rob the stranger 
under the guise of laws. Hence British 
Columbia is fast winning for herself the 
friendship and admiration of the Ameri- 
cans who have crossed the line to share 
in the great and prosperous days in store 
for this wonderful land.

At yesterday evening's meetinir ot the 
Natural History Society Mr. .lames 
Deans referred to the discussion of a 
former evening in which the Bimiliarity 
between the Indian copper shields and 
the old Chinese spade money was com- 
mented upon as suggesting a possible 
prehistoric Mongolian origin for the 
Coast tribes of British Columbia, lie 
had, he said, been investigating the sub- 
ject of the Indian tobacco which had j 
until recently been cultivated on Queen 
Charlotte islands and which might pos- 1 
sibly strengthen this theory of common 1 
origin. In classifying some Indian speci- j 
mens for a gentleman in town he had I 
come across a number of mortars in I 
which he discovered traces of lime ad- | 
hering to the interior. This lime was a 
cement at one time made by the Indians 
by grinding seeds and mixing them by 
pounding with powdered clam shells 
into a paste, which they rolled into little 
balls and chewed, or kept in their cheek 
much as we do tobacco. It was narcotic 
in effect, and had been in use for ages 
and until as late as 1880, when tobacco 
took its place. The seed was cultivated 
at different places by all the tribes on 
Queen Charlotte island and sold to 
neighboring Indians. The last person who 
cultivated it was an old woman at Gum- 
shewa. It was called by the Indians 
Hydery-quil-rha (literally the people's 
chewing substance). There was a tradi- 
tion of it having, when they lived in 
a warmer country, grown to be a big 
tree, and when they were leaving that 
country an Indian with arrows shot down 
a few of the balls and broughtthem with 
him to Stickeen, from which place they 
were taken to Queen Charlotte islands. 
From what could be learned, the Bower 
which developed the seed resembled the 
poppy. However, as opium was not in- 
troduced into China until the seven- 
teenth century, there is room for inter- 
esting speculation as to really where the 
plant came from originally. There is no 
vestige of the plant, bo far as known, re- 
maining in the Queen© Charlotte by 
which to identify* it botanically, so com- 
pletely has its use been abandoned. 
Dr. Dawson's report on the Hydabs con- 
tains reference to the " Indian tobacco," 
and his remarks based on information 
received from the Indiana there confirm 
Mr. Deans' statements.

To the Editor:— The West Kootcnay 
power and light bill, No. 10, which has 
been re-committed for amendment, prior 
to its third reading, would seem tore- 
quire very careful consideration before 
its final passing. Private hills having 
for their object the introduction into 
this province of outside capital to be de-

Province. The Shuawap & Okanagan 
Railway haa entailed an annual charge 
on the revenue of over $50,000 for inter- 
est. As yet, owing to the receipt by the 
Provincial treasury of the Dominion sub- 
sidy, this charge has only called for 
about $28,000 of tbe taxpayers' inonoy, 
but the government's share of the 
earnings of the road have heretofore 
fallen short of the interest charge by 
about $40,000 a year. The line from 
Penticton south will greatly increase the 
earnings of that from Sicamous to Okan- 
agan, and may make the government's 
interest in the earnings of that line a 
source of income rather than of outgo as 
at present. 



MR. SUM LIN'S MOTION. 

As the Colonist anticipated in its tirat 
reference to the budget debate, the 
leader of the opposition has moved a vote 
oi want of confidence. The amendment 
to the motion that Mr. Speaker do now 
leave the chair doe» not in so many 
words ask for a declaration of no confi- 
dence, but is rather in the nature of a 
vote of censure. The difference is, how- 
ever, only in matter.of form. 

We can understand why the opposi- 
tion might feel like giving a general ex- 
pression of dissatisfaction at the manner 
in which the government has carried on 
alFairs. They have been doing this every 
day nearly since the session opened, and 
perhaps it is good policy to move 
a direct vote in order , that the 
members on their side may be 
put on record. A political leader in one 
of the Eastern provinces used to say that 
he felt as if he ought to vote his men at 
least once a week, so as to keep them 
together. This is probably why Mr. 
Seinlin has moved this resolution. Wt> 
an;, however, wholly at a loss to know 
why especial censure should bo directed 
against the Minister of Lands and Works. 
"We are sure that if there is one member 
of the executive who, more than any 
other, has had weighty responsibilities 
resting upon him and has discharged 
them with rare impartiality, fidelity and 
strict regard to the law, it is the Jfon. 
George B. Martin, and when the vote is 
taken it will be found that this opinion 
is held by a large majority of the house. 



THE RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

The proposed railway from Pentieton to 
Boundary Greek is of great importance. 
As is well known, there is in the valleys 
of the Okanagan and tributary streams 
a large area of very excellent land. No 
part of British Columbia, and probably 
no part of the Pacific Northwest, is bet- 
ter fitted to be the home of a prosperous 
agricultural population than the section 
of country which this line will traverse 
The road will also open a very promising 
mineral area. livery month will make 
the demand from the mining camps for 
farm produce greater, and it requires no 
argument to show that a railway whicl 
will give this splendid agricultural re 
gion direct connection with the mines 
will enhance the prosperity of the farm 
era now resident there and lead to a 
great influx of population. As a deve 
opment road, no othei hundred miles ( 
railway can be more highly commende 
than this. We are at a loss to see what 
argument can be made against its con 
struction. 

Another efl'ect of the construction of 
this pieoe of road will be to bring the 
Coast cities into closer connection with 
Kootenay points. It will brincr the 
Boundary Creek within 23 hours of Van- 
couver, and with quicker steamer com- 
munication between Vancouver and Vic 
toria will bring the latter city within 28 
hours of tho same important point. This 
connection can he established within IS 
months, and at a cost which will not ex 
ceed $2,500,000. With such excellent 
prospects for business ns this road will 
have and its moderate cost, we fancy 
that the capital will readily be forth- 
coming to build the line, and we look 
forward to its completion during 1898. 
This will bo a very excellent thing for 
the two districts, which tho road will 
unite and lie of great value to the Coast 
cities. 

From a somewhat narrower point of 
view the road will, be of value to Ihe 



An ell'ort which we can only charac- 
terize as scandalous in the extreme is 
being made by the Times of this city to 
make it appear that the whole subsidy 
bill is a part of a plan to enrich Mr. 
Heinze at the expense of the taxpayers 
Tbe Colonist does not at all feel called 
upon to champion either Mr. Heinzo or 
his projects, but since it has been direct- 
ly appealed to to say something in con- 
nection with the charg6 that the subsidy 
hill means a vote of " $400,000 to the Co- 
lumbia it Western Railway company 
without the company havine asked for 
it," we will say that the assumption 
that Mr. Heinze's company will build 
the line from Penticton to Boundary 
Creek is perfectly gratuitous. We are at 
a loss to know why Mr. Heinze should 
be singled out for attack, hut as he is 
abundantly able to take care of himself 
W| shall not take up space by defending 
him. As a matter of fact the intention 
of the government in introducing the bill 
was not to provide a subsidy for the Co- 
umbia k Western, but to furnish iiid for 
the construction of this very important 
piece of road, which aid will be given to 
tho first company applying for it and 
showing itself in a position to construct 
the line. 

The article in the Times of last even- 
ing on the subsidy bill may be fittingly 
characterized as indecent, but we do not 
know that anything better could be ex- 
pected from a newspaper which would 
permit a coriespondent to refer to the 
government as a nest of thieves. The 
ordinary amenities of civilized society 
require that the instincts of common de- 
cency shall be regarded, to some extent 
at least, even in criticizing the conduct 
of political opponents. The Times arti- 
cle is malicious in conception and false 
in its presentation. It will react upon 
the paper that printed it and the party 
in whose behalf it was published. 

The Rossland Miner favors the rail- 
way subsidy bill with the qualification 
that if the aid for the line from Pentic- 
ton to Boundary Creek iB to be given to 
the Columbia .t Western, that company 
should not be allowed to keep its land 
grant. The aid promised to the road to 
Chilliwack is pronounced " not unrea- 
sonable," and it adds: 

The ultimate purpose of such a road 
would be to make a junction with the 
Columbia & Western, anil thus establish 
a new and direct line from the coaBt in- 
to Kootenay. .Such a line would have 
vast possibilities, but of course it would 
be stubbornly opposed by the 0. P. H. 

J n regard to the subsidy lor tho lino 
from the head of Bute Inlet to Quesnello 
the Miner says : 

The advisability of this subsidy is the 
most problematical of the three pro- 
posed. Mining operations in Cariboo 
are now, it must he confessed, carried 
on at great disadvantage, owing to the 
high cost of bringing in supplies. Freight 
charges to that district are enormous and 
the development of the mines there is 
much hindered for that reason. The 
question is, can there be found in the 
country resources to justify the building 
of such a long railroad? If Mr. Rithet 
can find somebody who will put up the 
necessary money above and beyond the 
subsidy of $4,000 per mile, the Province 
may be justified in making the expendi- 
ture. Cariboo iH admittedly a rich min- 
ing district, and it is undoubtedly en- 
titled to tho government's careful con- 
sideration. 

This is a fair statement of the cape. If 
the great central urea does not possesH 
resources sufficient to warrant its de- 
velopment by a railway, no subsidy 
ought to he granted, but, happily its 
value in this respect has been long ago 
fullv demonstrated. 



dry illustrations of the way in which 
Kirkup is alleged to make and enforce 
laws. 

Complimentary as all this is intended 
to he to the administration of law in 
Rossland and thereabouts, it conveys an 
entirely erroneous idea of the conditions 
there. The impression conveyed by it 
is that there have been repeated hang- 
ings in that part of the country. Ab a 
matter of fact there has never been an 
execution in Kootenay, and we do not at 
present recall a single case of murder. In 
the next place, if a murder were com- 
mitted there the murdoror would be in- 
dicted by a grand jury, tried by a petty 
jury, and, if found guilty, be sentenced 
to death by a judge of the Supreme 
court, pe would have a right to have 
the legal points in his case, if any were 
reserved, decided by the Full court, and 
if everything went against him could ap> 
peal to the Governor- General for a par- 
don, who would refer the matter to the 
Minister of Justice and act on his re- 
commendation. The Home Secretary 
would never bear of the matter. Mr. 
Kirkup is an excellent constable and 
haa done admirable -vork in enforcing 
order wdierever he has been stationed. 
Too much credit cannot bo given to Mr. 
Kirkup for his eiliciency as a peace offi- 
cer, but tho story, as told by the Seattle 
paper, is simply a travesty on the facta.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh ParHa-rmmt. 
THIRTY-NINTH DAY. 

Tuesday, April C, 1807. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock.

Mr. Hume presented a petition from 
certain miners on Leuion creek, Ivoot- 
eiiav. requesting that a trail be built.

.Mr. Smith continued the budget de- 
bate, [ie urged the government to pro- 
vide more adequate communication in 
the way of roads, etc., in the Lillooet 
district. That district had always paid 
large sums into the provincial treasury 
and would amply repay well considered 
and much needed expenditure upon its 
communications. 

Mr. Kennedy, dealing with the ques- 
tion of salaries, said there was no ne- 
cessity for increased salaries with in- 
creased business. He noted that the 
printing ollice had paid expenses and he 
diil not see how it could do otherwise. 
He wiehed other departments were as 
well managed BB that. .Regarding the 
cheap money cry he said if the govern- 
ment would give the farmers of the 
country cheap transportation, so that 
the demand up country could be 
supplied from the south, the farm- 
ers would not require cheap money. 
He urged the abolishing of the mortgage 
tax and the rebate on lumber. He pro 
tester! against the government not put- 
ting into operation the Log Scaling Act 
as recommended by the committee of 
the house that reported on the matter, 
and complained that in the matter of 
forest lires the government had made no 
attempt to enforce the act passed last 
year. Unless active measures were 
taken to prevent (ires the whole of the 
timber of the country would be de- 
stroyed. He criticized- the delay in re- 
gard to tiie parliament buildings con- 
struction, and claimed that the country 
would have to pay $1,600,000 for those 
buildings before they were done. There 
was the question of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. He was not going to attack 
him, but the public men of the country 
should he more careful in becoming 
mixed up with companies seeking privi- 
leges from the house. He did not know 
before last week that the Lieutenant- 
Governor took no part in the delibera- 
tions of the council. 
Hon. Mr. Turner— "I thought so." 
Mr. Kennedy said if that was so they 
should change the word " Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor in council," to the Lieut. -Govern- 
or by the advice of his council. 

Mr. Kellie pressed for a sum to be put 
in the supplementary estimates to allow 
of dyking works at Bevelatoke. He 
pointed out that no small portion of 
land had been washed away by the Era- 
ser river during the past lew years, and 
if something was not done there would 
soon be little of the townsite left. He 
believed that Kevelstoke would shortly 
be the greatest city in British Columbia. 
(Laughter.) He felt warranted in say- 
ing that because he knew the enormous 
mineral resources of the place. He also 
urged on the government that his riding 
waa entitled to more representation in 
the legislature. 

Mr. V. C. Cotton hoped they would 
have the pleasure of hearing from the 
hon. President of the Council. There 
was one thing in the debate which had 
particularly struck him, and that was 
that there was no explanation of the 
fact that uotwithBtandingall the 1'remier 
said about increased prosperity and 
elastic revenue he had not been able to 
get along without increasing taxation 
and. without refusing absolutely to do 
anything to reduce the burdens of the 
people. In his mind it was certain that 
the revenue has not increased all round. 
The increase of which they heard so 
much waa caused by two things, first by 
the development of the mining districts, 
and second, the actual increase of taxa- 
tion. Take those away and the elast icity 
in reveniiojdisappeared. There must, he 
• something wrong in the administration 
of this country whon such a state, of 
things existed. The government might 
make an experiment in reduc- 
ing taxation and begin with the 
mortgage tax. A tax of a similar 
character used to bo levied in Ontario, 
but it had been taken oil'. The tax acted 
unfairly and unreasonably, and it 
arose from the fact that the gov- 
ernment wanted to collect two 
tnxeB on one piece of property. 
Ho again took up the Torrens system of 
land registration and Baid that by a 
simple system like this we could add 
thr£0 or four millions to the value of 



govern- 
ment 'had 'Eot the courage to make the 
system compulsory in the province aB a 
whole, he thought they Ehould make an 
experiment in one district. 'He was quite 
wi'tling— and he thought the people, of 
V-aneoiK-er were willing— that they 
-should make that city the corpus vile 
and If successful there the syBtem should 
be extended to the ,province. There 
was (mother important 'matter that de 
manded attention and' that was the seri- 
ous bss the government was bringin 
the^ountry by continuing tiie conversion 
of the publiedebt.The losatothe province 
on June '30, 1806, on the 1877 loan was 
$33 ,10!),andon the tt887 loan $60,651 ; then 
there was the expense connected with 
consolidating the loan, which was $15, 
406; the difference in price which was 
obtained for the inscribed stock after 
jelling it and the price which the true 
tees for the sinking fund bad to pay for 
it, which amount was $!J9,459, which 
made a total practically lost to the prov- 
ince of $114,60(!. Besides that there was 
excuapee, etc., $3,513, which made a to 
tal of $120,219 which would have been 
saved to the pro-yinee if the conversion 
of the lean had been delayed till June 
:10, 1896. The uovernment could not 
deny that virtually the conversion of the 
public loan had been a failure 

Hon. Mr. Turner— " On the contrary 
a thorough success." 

Mr. Cotton could not see how that 
waa when the old loana were still in ex- 
istence, some of them to the extent of 
half the issue, and the province had lost 
$1 L'0,000. They were losing still more as 
the price they had to pay for the sinkin 
fund increased. He thought the gov- 
ernment should make up its mind to 
convert no more of its dobts. Aftercrit- 
icizing the colonization policy of the gov 
eminent and defects in the school sys 
tem, he passed on to the railway policy 
He agreed with the government that 
we wanted a progressive policy, but not 
one like that set out i« the railway bill 
which was practically a gigantic scheme 
Alluding to the Lieu 
tenant-Governor's connection with the 
Columbia^ Western railway, he cited the 
example of Lord Rosemead, wdio, when 
he became High Commissioner of South 
Africa, resigned all his positions in com 
panies doing business there. It waa cer- 
tainly a matter for regiet that this thing 
should have arisen. None of the mem 
hers of the government were responsible 
for it, but he thought they should have 
taken steps to protest against the Lieu 
tenant-Governor holding the position 
of director of the Columbia it Western as 
soon as the fact came to their knowl- 
edge. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said that a'ter the 
kind words of the hon. member for Van- 
couver city (Mr. Cotton) he would, with 
the consent of the house, make a few re 
marks. He was aware that the hon 
member liked him to speak before he 
(Mr. Cotton) did, as he always wished to 
have an opportunity to reply. On one 
or two occasions he had knocked down 
some little fabrics that the hon. meiiibe 
had raised, and he quite understood that 
no one liked to have the foundations 
knocked from under fabrics they had 
laboriously laid. (Laughter.) Witl 
reference to the attacks made upon the 
government, he thought they had all 
been made from more or less peisonal 
motives — not, perhaps, on the part c 
the members who had laid them, but o 
behalf of parties outside who had griev 
ances against the administration. The 
hon. member for East Yale attacked the 
government, on account of the decision 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands anil 
Works made with reference to some 
land in dispute between Messrs 
Hackle, of Grand Forks, and 
other purchaser in Victoria. The 
matter was brought up and lai 
before the Lands and Woika department 
in the' proper form, evidence was pro 
duced on both sides, and the chief com 
missioner having arrived at the decision 
he considered right, it was carried out 
One party had of course to be disap- 
pointed and it was in the power oi that 
party to take summary proceedings be- 
fore the Supreme court to have the ue- 
ciaion set aside. The chief commissioner 
was not an autocrat and his decisions 
were liable to be set aside by the court 
and it waa very desirable that there 
should be this precaution. He noticed, 
aa proving I hat. the chief com missioner 
was right, tli.utli-' disappointed parties 
had not appealed. Then there wan a 
complaint made by the second member 
for Vancouver city (Mr. MacDherson ) 
with regard to some coal licenses on 
Kock creek. That matter was brought 
to the attention of the chief com- 
missioner and he decided that the 
parties asking for the lands were 
not entitled to coal licenses. In that 
case again the parties did not take the 
matter before the Supreme court, and 
that was an argument in favor of the 
Chief Commissioner having exercised a 
wise discretion. Another grievance was 
brought forward by the hon. member 
for South Xanaimo (Dr. Walketn). It 
was with regard to the employes of the 
Sayward Mill Company. There was, he 
thought, a sum due to these men of 
$8,000. The government had loat on 
that company, not having been able to 
collect on the leases, which were in the 
hands of the Bank of Montreal. The 
bank were now negotiating for 
the sale of the property, but if the 
government Btepped in and tried to 
force payment, the bank might at once 
shut uj) the leases and the government, 
would have no money to pay with. It 
would not be right and prudent on the 
part of the government to put their 
hands in the public exchequer to pay the 
wages of the men who had been unfortu- 
nate enough to work. for those who had 
not paid them. The money that was 
paid by the government came out of the 
taxpayers pockets, and they could not 
pay off the debts of a private firm with 
it. That was a proposition they would 
not be justified in aasonting to, but if 
they could carry out the negotiations 
satisfactorily the money would be paid. 
It waa with the hope of getting the 
money that the government had not for- 
feited the leases. If they forfeited them 
they would get nothing. That was 
of course a grievance, and a very un- 



couver (Mr. Cotton) had been riding his 
Torrens horse again. (Laughter.) He 
told them that he had a wonderful 
scheme which could be introduced into 
the province at no coat to tbe land 
owner. As a matter of fact the land 
owner would have to pay very largely in- 
deed to get his title registered under the 
Torrena system. Their presont registra- 
tion ayatem was an admirable one and 
would have baen introduced into Eng- 
land if it were not for gveat difheuttiea 
surrounding the transfer. 

Mr. Hume— Do you mean, that? 
Hon. Mr. l'ooley — We know it. The 
hon. member (Mr. Cotton) also became 
verv eloquent upon & new system of 
roaila. When the government had the 
oada they were kept pretty well, but 
now the municipalities had. taken them 
over he did not know how they were. 
This was not a government matter, they 
had nothing now to do with keeping up 
the roads in tbe municipalities where 
the best farms were. The hon. gentle- 
man asked : '' Did the government carry 
on the biiBinesa of the country in the 
same way they carry on their own busi- 
ness?" Yes, they did. Thov carried on 
business in a prudent way. The govern- 
ment were advancing the interest of the 
country as rapidly as the state of the 
finances permitted without bringing it to 
bankruptcy. That waa what the gov- 
ernment were doing, and that waa" what 
every prudent man of business did. 
The government of the country were re- 
sponsible to the people for the spending 
of the money; hon. gentlemen opposite 
were not. They were fully aware of 
their responsibilities, and it was not the 
intention of the government for the aake 
of any remarks they might hear, or for 
the sake of any statement that hon. 
gentlemen opposite might make, to lead 
the country into bankruptcy. They in- 
tended instead to advance the country as 
rapidly as possible as far as the 
finances would admit. He now proposed 
to refer to matters dealt with e irlier in 
the debate. The lion, senior member 
for Vancouver city (Mr. Williams) made 
hia speech, as ho informed them, on 
April 1. lie referred to the speech of 
the leader of the government as an April 
Fool's speech, lie thought that was 
hardly called for. (Hear, hear.). The 
hon. member referred to ministers' ex- 
penses in travelling; that was taken up 
bv tbe. hon. member for South Xanaimo 
(Dr. Walkem). That hon. member said 
it would be very good if the ministers 
would travel in the same moderate way 
as Bome previous ministers did, and 
he quoted Eome figures. He for- 
got to quote more. There were 
two ministerial visits to England in hia 
recollection and in the recollection 
of the leader of the opposition, 
one of which coat $3,510.97 and 
tbe other $7, 085. 7-1. There was not, very 
much said about them. When they 
ca me to consider the economical way in 
which the present ministers did their 
work he, thought it would bo admitted 
that they gave the country full value for 
the expenses they incurred. In direct 
contradistinction to the items he had 
just read, Hon. Mr. Turner's visit to 
England and return and two tripa to Ot- 
tawa cost $1,872.86 ; Hon. Col. Baker's 
visit to Ottawa and return cost $200, 
while Hon. Mr. Eberts' visit to 
England cost $1,324. He thought they 
got very good service indeed for 
the suma expended. Several hon. 
members and country residents had 
said to him that instead of ministers 
stayintr at home they should travel 
more than they did. However, the bus- 
iness of the country was increasing so 
rapidly that they had little time to leave 
Victoria. The hon. member for Van- 
couver (Mr. Williams) had said that 
when the Columbia and Western Kail- 
way Act was before the house there was 
very decided opposition from that side 
of "the house and that he gave decided 
opposition to it. He challenged that 
statement. Hon. gentlemen's opposi- 
tion amounted to this: that the 
railway should be taken to Penticton. 

They urged that the line should not 
be stopped at .Midway, and that was the 
only ground they laid down in the house 
for any change in the bill. Tnatead of 
their being so much opposed to tbe bill, 
they were all anxious after a certain 
time that the bill should go through, 
and that time was after a very influen- 
tial deputation from the upper country 
met the government and urged upon 
them to do their best to have the line 
carried through to Penticton. 
Mr. Williams —I did not oppose the 




Hon. Mr. Pooley— I understood the 
hon. gentleman to say that the whole 
thing was opposed very strongly on that 
side of the house. (Cries of "No, No "..) 
He was very glad to bear the hon. gen- 
tleman make that statement. He was 
fully impressed when the hon. gentle- 
man was talking <>i the government that 
he was strongly opposed to the bill. Tbe 
hon. gentleman at the same time intro- 
duced the question of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor - being connected with 
the matter. He might safely 
say here that no member of the govern- 
ment was aware that the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor had anything to do with it, or that 
he was at that time interested in the 
matter. When the land grant was given 
it was given by*the house and not by tbe 
government. The government had no 
power to give a land grant; they had to 
go to the house and if the proposition 
commended itself to the common sense 
of the members they accepted it, and if 
they did not approve it they rejected it. 
On the question of the land grant there 
was no division in the house; in fact 
there was no division on the bill from 
be^inningtrj end. The only complaint 
about the bill that lie had heard from 
that hon. gentleman was that Mr. Heinze 
had given a public dinner and that he 
was not at it. (Laughter.) Ho himself 
was not there, but ho bad not com- 
plained to the house. The government 
was not in any way responsible 
fer the private actions of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. The bond of the 
railway was put up in the time required 
by the executive council and was to be 
replaced, aB the Attorney-General had 
said, by first mortgage bonds on the lino 
for $75,000. Those were not put up as 
quickly aa waB expected, on account of 
ttieir not having been able to get them 
from the lithographer in New York, 
They had been put up since. The mat- 
ter of the Lieutenant-Governor's position 
in the company never came before the 
executive council until the early part of 
February. They had no idea that the 
Lieutenant-Governor was concerned in 
the matter, and, speaking for himself, if 
he had known it would not have influ- 
enced his conduct in the least. He 
would treat all parties exactly the same. 
Inferring to the remarks of the hon, 
member for New Westminster (Mr.

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TEADE OF THE YUKON. 

The Members of the Board of Trade Will 
Anain Discuss How It May Be 
Diverted in This Direction. 

The quarterly general meeting ol the 
B. C. Board of Trade, which will beheld 
on Friday, will among other business 
take up the question of " ways and 
means of diverting Yukon trade from 
present channels, "in order that British 
Columbia citi^R may have a share of 
a very valuable business which now goes 
to the Sound cities and San Francisco, 
•' The fact that $6,000 has been set aside 
by the Dominion government for the 
survey of the various routes into the 
Yukon lias created great interest in the 
question; the richness of the placer gold 
mines in that part of the world is now 
, w ell known ; and it is expected that sev- 
eral miners who are now in the city will 
meet the board, as well as others who 
have a knowledge of the various routes. 
These routes are known as the Taku, the 
Chilcoot Pass, the White Pass, and that 
by way of Stickeen river. 

Many interesting accounts of travel 
and experience in the gold lields of the 
Frozen North have lately appeared in 
the leading periodicals of the East, not- 
ably one in Scribner's, a few months 
ago, from the pen of Frederick Fun- 
stone, all of which goes to prove that 
the interest aroused in the Yukon coun- 
try is practically world-wide, and it re- 
mains with the citizens of Victoria to 
devise " ways and means " whereby they 
may reap Bome benefit froni'the output of 
the precious metals in the Yukon, 
which bids fair to be something enorm- 
ous. 

The other matters of interest which 
will form the programme to be laid be- 
fore the meeting will be the president's 
report of business transacted Airing the 
the quarter; to consider the expediency 
of passing a resolution in connection 
with the diamond jubilee of Her Majes- 
ty : ami the election of new members.

Their driver had Keen the headlight of 
tli6 engine and had jumped in tiriio to 
savp himself, and tho animals them- 
selves wore cropping tho dried grass 
along the roadside, which showed that 
they had not boon greatly disturbed by 
the accident. 

But 'the train, with nobody tit tho en- 
gine's throttle, was plunging away 
through the darkness, the passengers 
asleep in thoir berths, utterly uncon- 
scious that they wore being drawn by u 
wild locomol ive. 

The fireman, who had been loft be- 
hind, thought ho would try to overtake 
tho flying train on foot. Then he changed 
his mind mid, jumping astride one of 
tho horses, ho set out after the runaway 
train, He knew ft must stop shortly, as 
it bad to climb a very steep grade, and 
if the fire under tho boilers was not kept 
tip the supply of steam would not fur- 
nish sufficient pressure to keep the 
wheels going around. Tho vagrant train 
did stop a mile and a half from where 
tho accident occurred. There dill not 
seem to be any reason for an interrup- 
tion of the journey just at that point, 
and so tho conductor and hrakeinan hur- 
ried ahead with their lanterns to ask the 
engineer what had given out. 

When they found the cab empty, of 
COIU'SO the trainbands were very much 
mystified. They asked each other a good 
many questions, and were engaged in 
looking up theories to account for the 
strange disappearance of tliu engine 
crew when the 11 reman came loping 
along on the horse he had borrowed. 
After explanation had been made, he 
turned his horse toward this oily and 
brought the first tidings the railroad 
people had of the missing train. A hack 
was sent out to the scene with another 
engineer, and as soon as steam was 
raised tho overland went on over the 
hill through Cajon pass. Tho same car- 
riage brought tho injured engineer to 
tho city.

Tho average 
painter was frequently pretty much of a 
boheuiiau, living from hand to mouth 
and glad to clear off a tradesman's bill 
by painting the portraits of the worthy 
shopkeeper and his wife. 

One of our best known artists tolls 
how on occasion in the long years ago 
when he was engaged at a sitter's houso 
on the portraits of a successful clergy- 
man and his family the dinner hour ar- 
rived. He was not considered "genteel" 
enough to be asked to take a place at tho 
table, Put tho mistress of the houso 
kindly sent to the parlor, where ho was 
working, a pato of stowed rhubarb to 
keep him from wearying while the fam- 
ily fed. — Magazine of Art.

not been paid to the government, 
did the hon. gentleman Buppofia that the 
shippers would make misstatements for 
tho purpose of saving themselves a few 
dollars? The •government could accept 
tire statements <ot those gentlemen. 
They believed litem to bo gentlemen of 
reliability and good standing, and that 
their statements could bo taken. The 
hen. member from New Westminster 
complained that the government log 
scalers were hot bound under oath to 
take the right measure. They were, as 
a matter of fact, bound by a very strong 
oath to do their duties honestly and 
fearlessly. Mr. Kennedy had also com- 
plained of the exposure of dynamite. 
.That was not under the jurisdiction of 
the government at all, as the matter lay- 
entirely in the hands of the municipali- 
ties. It was the duty of the municipali- 
ties to pass by-laws regulating the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Kennedy — " What has the gov- 
ernment under consideration then?'' 

Hon. Mr. Pooley — "A general law for 
the province." Another grievance of 
tho lion, gentleman related to the pay- 
ment of grand jurors. Personally speak- 
ing, he believed that it would be deroga- 
tory to the dignity of grand jurors to pay 
them. (Laughter, and a voice— "They 
ask for pay. "I He had never heard be- 
fore of its being done, but he 
had no objection to their being paid. 
Grand jurorB were not paid in England, 
nor anywhere else that he knew of. 
They heard much from the opposition 
i hat at the next election the govern 
ni«nt was going to be swept away. He 
bad heard that tale for tho sixteen years 
he had been in the house, and the gov- 
ernment had survived it still. lie 
thought the country would be glad to 
retain in power a government that 
would rise to the occasion when neces 
sary to advance the interests of the prov 
ince, and one that would not take it 
down into bankruptcy. As long as lie 
remained in polities he would help them 
to adopt that course and lie thought he 
would receive from Ihb constituents, 
when ho went to them again, full ap 
proval of his actions. (Cheers). 

Mr. Sernlin said there was little for 
him to add to the speeches from the op- 
position side of the house. The griev- 
ances from all parts of the country had 
not decreased. There was the matter of 
the farmer and mortgages. The leader 
of tho government seemed to think him- 
self a great friend of the farmer, and yet 
he could see no way to relieve them from 
their burdens. The hon. gentleman had 
said the mortgages on farms was $12,- 
000,000. If that was right, and if there 
was a difference of 3 per cent, between 
the interest which thegovernment would 
charge and the present lenders' interest, 
then they would save $360,000 per an- 
num to the farmers. The leader of the 
opposition went on to deal with what he 
called the "miedoi ngs of the government." 
and referred particularly to the wants of 
rural districts which came up annually. 
The Eenior member for Victoria, Mr. 
Rithet, characterized that as tho " same 
old cry of blue ruin." Unfortunately 
for tho country they had the same tale 
each year of deficits and wants not com- 
plied with. The clouds of depression 
had not passed away. Of course, as far 
a6 mining was concerned, thingB were 
brighter, but in other industries they 
were almost hb they were ten years ago. 
Year after year they had the same cry 
from all parts of the country — 
not for marble palaces for the 
civil servants— but for roads, streetB 
and bridges. Works asked for for years 
past had not been done. In 1HSI4 "there 
were the floods on the Frasor river, and 
people had been asking since to 
have bridges and other works then 
destroyed renewed. But they had met 
with no response. The people at S pence's 
Bridge particularly were mentioned. 
The cry throughout the country was for 
roads. The progressive government in 
power now had misused one tiling — the 
taxes. While, however, these taxes 
had been increased, public works had 
not advanced commensurate with that 
increase. He gave lion, gentlemen op- 
posite the credit for doing the best they 
knew how, but that best proved they 
were unable to carry on the business of 
the country. Touching on complaints 
against the Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, there was, he said, one 
which required chief consideration, and 
that was the case of Ruckle Bros, men- 
tioned by the hon. member for Kast 
Vale (Mr. Graham). Tho return brought 
down by the Chief Commissioner in 
connection with this matter did not bear 
out his decision against Messrs. Ruckle

It is not surprising that the Kaat 
should feel inclined to attempt to otl'set 
tho preponderating influence of the West 
in the senate by chipping some new 
states off the old ones, but neither is it 
a marvel that rural New Vork should 
object strenuously to the loss of itB great 
urban aggregation on and near Manhat- 
tan island. The New Yorkers will have 
a hard battle to fight before they can 
raise their now city to the altitude of a 
state, though it would seem as if the 
Democracy must fight with them, for 
tho state of Manhattan — and by any 
other name it would bo as Tammanyite 
— could hardly fail to be sure for that 
nartyon ordinary occasions. — Montreal 
Star.

against the increase in civil eervanta' 
salaries, and said it was peculiar that the 
principal recipients of increase lived in 
Victoria. The arguments adduced on his 
side of the house had proved that 
lion, gentlemen had administered the 
finances in a very partial manner.

istered the business of the country and 
also the manner in which the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works bus 
ignored the instructions of tiie legisla- 
ture for the sale of land." 

Mr. Hume had much pleasure in sec- 
onding the amendment. He thought 
that if the railway policy bill had been [ 
made a road bill it would have been | 
much better for the country. They bad 
heard a good deal about Mr. Heinze. No 
doubt he was a very smart man, but 
other people in this country had as 
many rights aa he. Water records had 
been refused to others, but had been 
given to Mr. Heinze. Appointments to 
new otlices in Kootenay should be made 
from the district and not from Victoria 
as hitherto. He could not see anything 
fair in the present distribution of seats 
and hoped the government would fully 
consider the question. Jiln moved the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

Hon. Premier Turner presented the 
report of the bureau of statistics with 
reference to the municipalities of British 
Columbia for the year 1896, Mr. K. E. 
Gosnell, the secretary of tho bureau, 
states that experience in compiling the 
retuniB impels tho remark that in some 
instances a more comprehensive system 
of bookkeeping might he adopted. He bearB 
testimony to the general efliciency of the 
oflicials of the municipalities. From the 
statistics it appears that tho assessed 
value of real eBtate actually taxed in 
Victoria ib $10,901,340; in Vancouver, 
$18,000,869; in New Westminster, 
560,405; South Vancouver, $1,392,853; 
North Vancouver, $1,862, 014; Nanaimo,
